They 
very much prefer that if this doctrine is 
to be the subject of arbitration, it is ta 
be even brought up incidentally, that 
American influences shall pags on it. 

Hague Tribunal Biased. 

Not that the fairness of The Hague 
arbitrators is impeached, but as most of 
them represent European and monarchial 
interests, it is realized that their train- 
ing may be regarded as unsympathetic 
where they are required to deal with 
such an essentially American subject as 
the Monroe doctrine. It is true that on 
its face the arbitration proposal con- 
tains nothing that indicates that this 
doctrine is to be dttacked, but so com- 
plex and numerous are the questions 
which will come before the arbitration 
that it is apprehended here that the fa- 
mous doctrine scarcely can be kept from 
consideration.

The Russian population is camping at 
the raflroad station. where 500 cars are 
placed at the disposal of the population 
The local government officials are quar- 
tered in cars.

Yokohama, December 4, via San Fran- 
cisco, December 23.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Reports of poor 
crops and prohibitive prices for the etaple 
native food reach The Hong Kong Tele- 
graph from all quarters. Great distress 
is reported from Amoy and Swatow, while 
similar accounts reach that paper from 
Singapore and other southern ports. 
Kwangi and Kwangtung haye experienced 
Similar failures, with the result that the 
Canton situation is very grave.

RIGHTS OF CAPITAL AND LABOR 


Important Decision Is Rendered by 
Missouri Judge. 

St. Louis, December 23.— “Capitalists 
have a right to do as they please wiin 
their money s0 long as they do rot be- 
| come public charges. 

“A man without capital may labor or 
| refuse to labor so long as ie .xeeps out 
of the poor house. 

“Capitalists have the right to combine 
capital in productive enterprises with 
enterprises and by lawful compctition 
drive individual producers and small ones 
out of business. . 

‘‘Laborers and artisans have the right 
to form unicns and fight this competi- 
tion of capitalists by lawful means.” 

This statement of the right of combina- 
tion on the rart of capital and labor was 
handed down by Judge C.-C. Bland, of th> 
court of appeals today in a decision in fa- 
vor of Joseph E. Walsh, who sought aa 
injunction to prevent members of the 
Master Plumbers’ Association from com- 
bining in the refusal to sel] him supplies 
because he was not a member. 

Judge Barclay and Judge Goode con- 
curred in the decision, which was the 
reversal of a decision in. Judge Wood's 
court. The case was remanded to Judge 
Wood, who had ‘denied an injunction 
asked for by Walsh and the right of an 
answer is left to the association. 

The appellate court. while holding that 
the’ association shovld be restrained, as 
Waish asked, refused to dissolve the or- 
ganization as he had requested.

Absolutely Successful Tests of a Re- 


© cent Invention Reported. 

New’ York Press: Expo ary 
affairs not only in thin ebakiey te 
Europe as well wili. no doubt. wateh 
with much interest the further test of the 
bullet-proof textile fabric invented by 
Casimir Zeglin, which was experimented 
upon at the Ninth regiment armory. in 
this city, the other day. Shots were fired 
from revolvers of various calibers at 
from 5 to 8 yards from the cloth, and nut 
one of the bullets went entirely through 
the girment. The first official test of the 
Zeglin cloth was made at Fort 
on August 11, when a Krag-Jorgensena 
rifle was used. The test was Jeclared by 
the official board to be successful, the 
eloth having fulfilled all the claims of the 
inventcr. 

There have been several] inventions cf 
bullet-proof cioth in the Mest few years, 
the most notable ones being the inven- 
tions cf Hiram T. Maxim, the inventor of 
the Maxim gun, and Herr Dowe, a tailor, 
of Mannheim, Germany. The latter inven- 
tion was sdid to ve a valuable one, and 
the inventor refused several large offers. 
made to him by firms of urmy contractors 
and others. One of the most pronounced 
tests was made by the Russian ambassa- 
dor to England, who used a new German 
ariny rifle, selecting his cartridges at ran- 
dom from a box. The first shot was at a 
block of solid oak, the bwlet. piercing 
through. The next shot was at the gar- 
ment. which Herr Dowe had put on, wh>, 
after the shct, smiled and said: 
¢ “Tt fee] néthing.’’ 

Several other shots were fired, the bul- 
lets being found .fterward imbedded ir 
the coat. Then a horse was wrapped 
in sOme of the bullet proof cloth, and 
shots were fired in rapid succession, while 
the herse was eating oats in a stall. The 
horse started at the first hot, but none 
of the bullets pierced the cloth. The gar- 
ment worn by. Herr Dowe looked like ordi- 
nary army clothing materia]. the resist- 
ing substance being placed beneath the 
outside cloth. The garment was in the 
nature of a breast plate,. fastened to the 
side huttons of the soldier's 
weighing about 6 pounds, and intended t«. 
be worn ony. in actual warfare. 

Subsequently 
of certain organic and inorganic sub- 
stances, about 14 inches by 16 inches, 1 1:2 
inches thick, and weighing about 10 
pounds. The exhibition of this material 
was given in England. and caused much 
surprise, but when Mr. Maxim exposed 
his secret,/after the test. it was looked 
upon more as a joke than anything se- 
rious.

When any physician makes affidavit 
that a condemned criminal is insane be- 
fore the time set for the execution, the 
law makes it obligatory that an imme- 
diate trial‘ upon that issue be granted 
him. The law, however, is defective 
in that it does not act of itself as a 
supersedeas. Of course, when the ‘date 
of execution is so close at hand, as it 
was with Lee, it is necessary that. a re- 
spite be granted in order that this law 
may be carried out. 

Attorneys Arnold & Arnold, represent- 
ing Lee, filed an affidavit signed by Dr. 
Robert Westmoreland, in the superior 
court, in which Dr. Westmoreland stat- 
exl that he had made a careful examina- 
tion of Lee and that he found him to be 
insane. 

Upon the filing of this affidavit Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin signed an: order fixing 
January 12 as the date for the hearing 
on the issue of insanity, and directing 
that the governor be notified of the cir- 
cumstances in the case so that he might 
take proper action to delay the execu- 
tion. 

Respite Is Granted. 

Upon presentation of the facts in Ane 
case to Prison Commissioners Evans and 
Eason yesterday morning they promptly 
‘recommended ‘that a respite of thirty 
days be granted Lee. It was about 9:30 
o'clock when the governor signed the 
order approving the recommendativun of 
the commission, and a few minutes later 
it was served on Sheriff Nelms, who tei- 
ephoned the jail and ordered that the 
preparations for the execuction be stop- 
ped. f 

Preparations for the execution of Lee 
had practically been completed at the 
jail. The rope had been tested and was 
waiting to do its work when word came 
that Lee would have, at least, thirty 
days longer to live. 

The execution is postponed until Jan- 
uary 2, on whith date Lee will be hang- 
ed, unless the jury that hears the case on 
January 12 should declare him insane. In 
that event he will be sent to the state 
asylum, where he ‘will be kept until he is

Aside from the political: wisdom ° of 
the land purchase law, it entafls prac- 
tically no expense ‘to fhe exchequer 
of the United Kingdom. The peasant 
proprietors have paid for their land 
on the installment plan. 

But it is only under exceptional 
conditions that ihe British govern- 
ment feels justified in exercising its 
right of eminent domain to expro- 
priate the large landlords. . Natural- 
ly, these capitalists are not sacri- 
ficing their selfish interests from hu- 
manitarian motives, and, as yet, only 
a small per cent of them have seen 
fit to give their tenants the privilege 
of taking advantage of the land act. 
The fact that in many localities the 
tenant who has been allowed to “pay 
out” is living next door to the tenant 
whose landlord will not let him pay, 
has intensified the unrest and dissat- 
isfaction of the latter class. Indeed, 
in this respect the land act has cov- 
ered Ireland with sore spots. Why 
this should be so is the more appa- 
rent when it is stated that the an- 
nual installments, which will event- 
ually insure ownership, are. about 
30 per cent less than the usual an- 
nual rentals, with the hopelessness 
.that the system implies. The land- 
lords have been rémorseless shylocks 
from time immemorial, and _ the 
‘nature of their yielding has been 
inch by inch. “Moré humane eviction 
laws and legal conditions of tenancy, 
not to overlook the bpycott, have 
made landlordism in Ireland less of 
@ one-sided proposition than former- 
ly, though its profitableness is still 
inducement enough to cause the orig- 
inal proprietors to cling to. their 
lands. 

It is the lack of a compulsory sale 
provision that has made the stucces- 
sive land acts for Ireland so slow in 
effecting the end sought. The Rus- 
sell’ bill, pending in parliament, 
makes the sale of the landlord’s hold- 
ings compulsory upon demand, and 
it is hoped that the land bill Balfour 
is preparing will make advahces 
along the same line.

If the white 
people of this nation; had seriously made 
up their minds one hufidred years ago 
to segregate the negro back to Africa or 
elsewhere, they might have done so. All 
such plans are shcer moonskine now. 

In the first place, the whites never Lave 
wisRed, and do not now wish, the negroes 
to be segregated. They are too useful. 
The industrial prosperity of large parts 
of the nation rests on their strong mus- 
cles and gradually brightening brains. 
Tho industrial leaders of the south—the 
men who are really making the new 
south—would be the first to resist by 
every means in their power Senator Mor- 
gah’s plan if they thought there was any 
serious danger of its being adopted. 

In the second place, the negroes do not 
wish to be segregated. They decline op- 
portunities in that direction even when 
they might thereby attain economic in- 
dependence. Scores of the best-informed 
white men have vublicly declared, for 
example, that the negroes could witiin 
twenty years, simply by taking advantage 
of well-known ecOnomic laws, legally 
and absolutely own the Yazoo delta re- 
gion of Missisajppi, perhaps the most fer- 
tile part of the’ continent. Yet the ne- 
groes exhibit no such. tendency. They 
prefer to remain in contact with the 
white man. 

Since neither race really wishes to be 
separated from the other, the imprae- 
ticability of attempting segregation by 
governmental agencies is evident. Nor 
is there any reason why they should wish 
to be s=parated. The question of polit- 
ical privileges is being settled in a way 
that is regarded by such negroes as 
Booker T. Washington as promoting the 
advancement of their race by making it 
earn political power as the European an+ 
cestors of the whites earned it. The ne- 
gro is securing, just as-white men secure 
-it, tv: economic position that his capacity 
merits. The question of social equality is 
settling itself, just as-it: has settled itself 
amcng white men. 

The negroes are here. They have been 
here—S per cent of them—more than one 
hundred yerers. So far as ancestral resi- 
dence counts for anything, they are more 
“American” than one-half their white fel- 
low-citizens. They are learning to take 
care of themsélves. They have just ds 
much pride in their country as white men 
of equal opportunities, and are just ag 
willing to serve it and to Gie for it if 
need be 

To talk about inducing them to go to 
the Philippines is folly. If they go it 
will be as White men go, to better their 
condition. If they stay, it will be as white 
men stay, because they so prefer. This 
is their country. They also are Ameri- 
cans. -

no better for it, perhaps really worse, 
because of the. entrance into the tblood 
current of this inferior product of an 
unnaturally: forced digestive process. 
Much better is it to wait till hunger in- 
forms not only the patient but the phy- 
sician that the stomach is ready to re- 
ceive and digest ‘the desired food, also 
that the organs of assimilation are at the 
same time prepared to do their most nec- 
essary part. is properly digested food 
on entering mtd the blood stream be 
comes at once helpful to every part, as 
in the other case it must be and is at 
ence harmful. ‘ 
It used to be believed, even by medical 
men who thought they knew, that man 
eould not live more than nine days with- 
out food; in, other words, that in nine 
days he. would starve to death! But 
we know better now, thank heaven! so 
that bugbear is removed. We know also 
that many persons are really benefited 
by lon~ fasts—ten, fifteen or twenty Jays, 
perhaps more, depending on the weight 
to begin with—so that fasting is_ often 
employed as a remedial measure. Tanner 
fasted forty days, laughed gaily every 
day; and at the end ate a waterméion! 
He lost some pounds of fat. as was most. 
natural, but was in no way’ injured in 
health. The most useful purpose served 
by fat is to provide man a reserve sup- 
ply of food for just such emergencies— 
fasting from any cause, sickness or other- 
wise. On this reserve he falJs ‘back in 
typhoid fever, when his appetite fails 
(owing to weak digestive powers) and he 
really loathes food. To feed him pow is 
to tempt Providence, so to say, and is 
just as irrational. as to insist on_ his 
walking, solving a mathematical problem. 
etc., for all his powers are weak and he 
is unable to perform what would ~ be 
natural and easy in @g@ state of health. 
His instinct teaches him this. as it does 
the animals, and if he would follow his 
instinct and tet -food alone) till the di- 
gestive and other organs recover them- 
selves all would 20 well, whereas many 
lives are pee - to save an irrational 
theory.

“Nineteenth and After (December, 1902),”’ 
by J. Weston.

The Englishman, from Charles Dickens’

taken mostly from the last United States 
census. ; “ 

America’s families are composed of 
fewer members each generation, we are 
told. This is an indisputable fact. Among 
the first to the fourth generations of Eu- 
ropean settlers, the average family con- 
sisted of from six twelve persons; the 
fifth had. three and tae sixth three or 
less. This fact was once impressed very 
forcibly on the mind of the present 
writer. He had occasion, in age up 
some facts in family history, to refer to- 
genealogical records and could not heip 
but notice the large number of children 
in a family of the seventeenth or eight- 
éenta century.

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OME ofthe most prominent law- 
yers of Atlanta and the estate have 
expressed a doubt as to the consti- 
tutionality of the bill passed by the last 
legislature providing for summer ses- 
sions. However desirous the members 
ef the legislature may. be of meeting in 
the summer time, it looks now as if the 
constitutionality of the bill may be ques- 
tioned and that, too, befoye the first 
summer session is held. 
The opinion of those who believe the 
law is unconstitutional is based on the 


fact that by the passage of the bill over 
the governor’s veto, the general assem- 
bly necessarily added eight months to 
the terms of office of all the state house 
officers, and gave itself three sessions, 
whereas it {s urged that it is entitled to 
sit for only two. The constitution gives 
the general assembly the right to change 
its date of meeting, but specifies the 
length of the terms of all the state of- 
ficers and the number and length of the 
legislative terms. Governor Terrell was 
of the opinion thaf the bill was contrary 
to the spirit. of the constitution, though 
Attorney General Hart did not consider 
it violative of the letter of that instru- 
ment, and so expressed himself. 

Should the law be unconstitutional, it 
would vitiate ali the legislation passed 
at the coming stimmer session, and the 
question is, therefore, being viewed in 
quite a serious light. In view of this 
fact, state officials are now seriously coti- 
sidering some-method- by which the 
matter can be seftled through a decision 
of the supreme court before the~session 
next summer is held. ¢The supreme 
court, ‘of course, could not consider the 
question unless it were brought up from 
a lower court on a boha fide issue, such 
as an injunction to prevent procedure 
under ‘Bome act passed by the session 
whose legality is thus questioned. But 
if the matter were not brought up be- 
fore that time,.it would involve in doubt 
all the acts of the session. ‘ 

It may be possible to get the question 
before the court through a bill against 
the public printer to prevent the publica- 
tion of the act on the gruund that it is 
contrary to the spirit and letter of the 
constitution. It is a question, however, 
whether the court could consider the 
matter, if brought up in that form. 

As long as there seems to be some 
question in the matter those most in- 
terested think it should be properly set- 
tled in due time so that if the legislature 
is to meet next summer there will be no 
question raised as to the constitutionality 
of any of its acts. 

Allen Named as Judge. 

Governor Terrell yesterday appointed 
Hon, John T. Allen, , of Milledgeville. 
judge of thé county court of Baldwif 
county to fill the unexpired term of the 
late Judge R. W. Roberts. 

Judge Allen was not an applicant for 
the appointment, but the governor's se- 
lection will give general satisfaction to 
the people of Milledgeville and of Bald- 
win county. The appointment was made 
as the settlement of a most perplexing 
difficulty. There were four candidates 
in the fleld—Judge FE. R. Hines, ordinary 
of the county; C. T. Crawford, present 
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| fantry. Savannah; Charlies J. Montgom- 
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solicitor of the court; Charles Moore and 
Judge E. P. Gibson. 

There is little doubt of Judge Allen's 
acceptance of the appointment. He is 
one of the most prominent lawyers in 
Milledgeville and in his section of the 
state. He held the position of judge of 
the same court for eight years, 
terms, and he represented his district in 
the state senate of 1900-1901. He has for 
some time been prominent in politica! 
and public affairs and is well-known 
throughout Georgia.

Teachers of the Atlanta public schools 
found a neat Christmas present await- 
ing each of them yesterday when tney 
were given their p#y for December. 

The board of education found that it 
had on hand a sufficient amount of the 
appropriation made last January to pay

eent cut, and, in addition, had sufficient 
money to restore to them 52-5 per cent 
of the 7 per cent that was taken from 
their November salaries. 

The teachers, therefore, have their De- 
ecember salaries plus 7 per cent of their 
December salaries and plux 5 2-§ per cent 
of their November salaries. These addi- 
tional amounts were doubtless heartily 
welcomed by them, as they were prob- 
ably particularily in need of money 
Christmas time. ' 

As is well known, the board of educa- 
tion has never reduced the salaries of 
the teachers, and. they are yet on the 
pay rolis for the amounts their positions 
were paying prior to the general cut in 
the salaries of city employees. in 189. As 
the board is not given sufficient money 
with which to pay these salaries, however, 
it is necessary to monthly decide by 
resolution upon a eut in the pay of the 
teachers. This usually amounis each 
month to 71-2 per’ cent. 

The teachers ahways expect their sal- 
aries to be cut 71-2 per cent, and when 
they are not cut, as happened this month, 
they consider that they are ahead just 
that amount. 

The schools closed for the Christmas 
holidays yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock. 
The holidays will last until after the new 
year, the classes reopening for regular

JUDGE CALHOUN MAY RESIGN. 


"Expects To Give Up Presidency of 
Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home. , 

At the coming quarterly meeting of the 
board of trustees of the Soldier’s homé 
on the second Wednesday in January, 
Judge W. L. Calhoun expects to tender 
his resignation as president of the board 
and, perhaps, also as a member of it. 
Judge Calhoun has had this action in 
view for some time, on account of the 
fact that the duties of the office are 
both numerous and burdensome, and 
greatly interfere on that account with 
his law practice. Before determining to 
take this step he has seen the home 
pulled safely through all of its difficulties 
including its first establishment and its 
rebuilding after the fire. The work of 
the president has been made heavy by 
the fact that all of the financial details, 
including the approval of all bills for 
payment, are left to him. 

There will no doubt be a strong effort 
made to induce Judge Calhoun not to 
give up the work, and to that end it is 
likely steps willl be taken to relieve the 
president of the bulk of that detail work 
and let him act more in general super- 
visory capacity. It is expected that J. 
H. Slade, of Eatonton, who has been: act- 
ing as superintendent of the home since 
the death of Superintendent James Wil- 
son, will be elected to fill that office per- 
manently.
